From father, engineer to 
jailed narcotics suspect 


Hillsboro

HILLSBORO - Three days before Thanksgiving in 
2015, Aaron Roberts was driving home from work 
through this rural town in south central Ohio. 

It was colder than normal, with temperatures 
headed down to the teens, but otherwise a typical day. 

And then he saw blue lights in the rearview mirror 
of his 1998 Ford Ranger. 


Nothing has been the same for Roberts and his 
wife Jennifer since. 

He was initially stopped in downtown Hillsboro, 
next to the local pizza joint and just 10 minutes from 
his house, for a tail light issue. 

But shortly thereafter, Roberts was arrested for 
selling heroin near a school. That led to a night in the
